ſpccttuely fowre oz flue times in the yeare,

That the Gouernoꝛs of Raab, and Baſha of 
Often, may haue full authozittc, to appeaſe all 
partialitics, and diuiſions, which may perad- 
ucntureoccurre vpon the Conũnes: and the 
affaire bceing of great unpoztance, that it be 
determined by Mediatoz , towards the 
Emptrour oz the great Turke.

That accoꝛding tothe Xgreement paſſed, 
and concluded hcrrofoze within Buda , by Cz- 
lat Gallo, an Embaſſat oz be ſent by the Em⸗ 
pcrour to the great Turke with a pꝛeſent:⁊ 
that in like manner, confozmable to the ac- 
co2d ſet down by the Viſio Baſha, that an Im- 
baſſadoz be ſent from the Turke tothe Em⸗ 
perour with a pꝛeſent ofhozſe , armes, rich 
raumcnt, oꝛ ſomc ſuch like things, 


That this truce be firme, and indiſſoluble 
foz fifteene ye ates and that without all taue, 
there de Smbaſladoꝛs appointed euery thzee 
pcres, ot like condition, and quality wich rc- 
quilite and conuenient pꝛeſents, without any 
watts ſpe citying of them , but it being teter⸗ 
1 ol him which ſwall ſend
